2. The activities of the Office of Security during the 
week of 28 December 1978 - 3 January 1979 were highlighted 
by the following items: 


a. During this reporting period, representatives 
of this Office expended 79 man-hours in support to the 
House Select Committee on Assassinations. (U) 


b. An Office of Security representative is on 


stand-by ready to render physical security support, if 
25X1A needed, to Agency elements ered (Cc) 


c. The Office of Security has been requested by 

the Office of General Counsel to search for any documents 

which would tend to show that the Weathermen organization 

or any of its members had been in contact or collaboration 

with any foreign governments or foreign powers. Included 

with this request were the names of some 46 known 

members of the Weathermen organization whose names must 

also be searched. These searches are being conducted 

in connection with the trial of L. Patrick Gray and 

other former FBI officials who are accused of authorizing 

illegal break-ins in connection with the FBI's Weathermen 

investigation. The defendants have requested, under 

pre-trial discovery procedures, a search for documents 

which would support their contention that the Weathermen 
-. organization: was supported by and/or connected with 

foreign elements. (U) 
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
